JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 6th 
May ; but the Pacific mail steamer Great Republic arrived at 
San Francisco on the 15th inst., with a fortnight’s later news, 
viz, to the 23rd May. The following summary has been tele- 
graphed to New York :— 

The Japanese Government, after countermanding the Formosa 
expedition, was compelled to resume it, as the troops declared 
positively they would go, and refused to obey all orders to the 
contrary. The Government took the matter in hand and sent 
them to Amoy, where it was intended they should remain until 
it heard from a special envoy sent to Peking on this particular 
business. This plan was changed, and news reached Yokohama 
on May 23 that the evpedition had landed at Formosa without 
opposition. 

here is a decidedly improved tone in the demeanour of the 
Japanese Government towards all classes of foreigners. 

ighteen Japanese, who were wrecked on the coast of Corea, 
were beheaded simply because they were Japanese. The 
Coreans are building forts and drilling their troops for defence 
against Japan. ; 

There is much excitement at Yedo, owing to an alleged attack 
on the British Legation. It has transpired that the police were 
pursuing an individual connected with the Legation and supposed 
to be guilty of some offence against Japanese law. 


The Jerald has the following :—A rumour has found its way 
from Peking to the effect that the Chinese Government are so 
irate at the presumption of the Japanese in sending an expedi- 
tion to Formosa that there is a probability of their making a re- 
pris! by taking possession of the Loo Chew group of islands. 

t isa significant fact that the Chinese are in the market for 
arms, several thousand having been purchased in Yokohama 
during the last few days.. 

The Japan Mail says :—A Korean expedition from this country 
is a mere question of time. But there 1s much to be done before 
it takes place. It must be by the voice of the country speaking 
through its representatives, and this as yet cannot be heard. It 
has been already told that the establishment of the representa- 
tive parliament is agreed upon ; but it is deferred for the pre- 
sent. This places it almost in as unsatisfactory a position as if 
it were rejected altogether. And this seems likely to provoke 
civil discord of a more severe nature than the late rebellion. 

The return of Shimadzu Saburo to Tokei is closely connected 
with it. His object in going to Kagoshima was primarily to in- 
duce Saigo Kitchinoski to come to Tokei and assist the Govern- 
ment. Saigo so fully explained to him the impossibility of carry- 
ing on the Government in its present shape that Shimadzu is a 
convert ; and he has himself demanded the fulfilment of the 
prayer of the petitioners who asked for the establishment of a 
parliament. If it be not carried out he will assume his former 
rank, and call his clansmen to their own country. If it be car- 
ried out all will be well. 

The delay arises from the disclosures that are sure to follow 
the assembling of the members. Every department of State to

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 10th 
May ; the French mail from London March 20 arrived out on 
the 3rd May. 


The great event of the week had been a serfous riot on the 
French Concession, in which several foreigners and Chinese were, 
badly injured, and eight Chinese killed. The origin of the riog 
was an objection by the Ningpo Guild to certain roads which the” 
French Municipal Council wished to run alongside their Joss 
House, and which the Guild declare would pass over land that 
is full of graves. They had been remonstrating for some time 
against the Council’s action, but so far ineffectually, although 
the question had not been closed. It is difficult to learn the im- 
mediate cause of the outbreak—whether it were the spontaneous 
act of the Ningpo men (of whom there are many thousands in 
Shanghai), or whether it were inspired by the Guild in the ho 
of supporting their remonstrance. We incline to acquit the 
latter, and to attribute it to an accidental collision with the 
police, which in the excited state of popular feeling was sufficient 
to cause outbreak. At any rate the riot was a most serious one, 
and necessitated the calling out of the Volunteers, and the landing 
of men from the American and French men-of-war in harbour. 
The Consul-General gave in to the demand of the Guild, on the 
second day, and quiet was restored. The following account of 
the disturbances is condensed from the columns of the Worth 
China Herald :— 

A Chinese mob assembled on Sunday afternoon, May 8rd, in the 
quarter of the French settlement near the Ningpo Joes House, attacked 
the house of the Inspector of Roads, maltreated M. Percebois and his 
family, gutted and subsequently set fire to his house; attacked the 
neighbouring house, occupied by Miss Maclean, a missionary lady, seri- 
ously maltreating the occupants, and went on to burn down M. Charrier's 
stables (in tne neighbourhood) and a number of adjacent Chinese houses, 
Eight Chinese met their death in the riot, one being shot during the 
first attack on Mr. Percebois, and the others shot or bayoneted later in 
the evening. The Volunteer Force was called out at 9 P.m., and wam- 
ing of their arrival induced the rioters to disperse ; the streets were 
nearly empty when the men reached the ground. While it lasted, the 
incendiarism seems to have been of the most determined character, the 
rioters thrusting wisps of burning straw into the premises they wished 
to destroy. Rumours had reached the Chief of the French Police that 
an outbreak was imminent, and the heads of the Ningpo Guild had in- 
deed represented to the Taoutai, and the latter to the French Consul, 
Ihat the excitement of the people was becoming serious. Still the extent 
of the danger was not fully credited. The leaders of the Ningpo com: 
munity affirm, and there seems reason to believe them, that the riot 
occurred against their wish, and wholly without pre-arrangement. But 
public feeling was excited to the point at which an incident suffices to 
cause explosion. 

The immediate cause in the present instance seems to have been a 
collision, about 2 P.M., between some Ningpo men and the police. The 
police declare the Chinese attacked them ; the Chinese, that the police 
first used violence. : However this may be, the fact remains that a 
policeman on his beat at the western end of the Rue du Consulat was 
maltreated by a crowd of about 200 Chinese. He was hit in the side, 
his sword taken hold of from behind and pulled from the scabbard, his 
shako knocked off, and the man was otherwise beaten badly. Some 
Europeans passing came to the rescue, and conveyed him to the Central 
Station. The next thing heard at the station was through Mr. Perce- 
bois, the Inspector of Roads, who came in with his wife and five 
children. Mr, Percebois showed wounds on his head, and stated that 
his house had been surrounded, the windows smashed in, the 
rooms gutted, and that the place was also being set on fire. He 
had been injured by stones, while his wife had been dragged 
by the hair along the ground. She managed to escape down 
the Rue Wekwei, however, and three sailors from the mail 
steamer Tigre—who were also assaulted, and one -of whom Jost his 
watch—eecured the safety of the children and brought them to the 
station. M. Barbe, Chef de Police, sent to advise the Consul-General 
of the disturbance, and went with the police at hand, under arms, to 
disperse the crowd. When they arrived they found a number of Chi- 
namen, dancing in rings, with the clothes of Mrs, Percebois parcelled 
out amongst them, after having gutted the house and smashed every- 
thing to minute atoms. The house was a perfect wreck from top to 
bottum. The police fired three or four shots, as M. Barbe states, in the 
air, to intimidate the mob. 

About seven o’clock the mob again came to the charge, and set fire 
to M. Percebois’ house. M. Charrier’s stables, exactly opposite, were 
alao set fire to, as well-as some new Chinese houses in the Rue Hue, in 
the same neighbourhood. . The mob prevented the mafoos from taking 
out the carriages stored at M. Charrier's, which were therefore destroyed, 
but the ponies got away. About this time a lieutenant of the French 
gun-vessel Couleurre came on the spot with twenty men, and 
command of the situation. Fifteen volunteers were sent under a sf 
geant of police to protect the gasworks, and remained there. The 
police did not return to the scene of the fray. At nine o'clock the 
East Gate Police Station, where only four men were placed, was at 
tacked, and twenty sailors from the U. 8.S. Ashuelot (of whom a de- 
tachment of eighty with one gun had been landed) were sent th’ . 


: NAGASAKL 

Our advices extend to the 3rd May ; the French mail from 
London March 13 arrived out on the 2nd May. We take the 
following from the Nagasaki Express :— 

On the 18th April some 600 soldiers, intended to form part of 
the expedition, arrived here from Kagosima, wid Mogi. They 
had been landed at that village, and thence marched overland to 
this place. On the 20th the P. M. steamer New York, which has 
been chartered by the Japanese Government, arrived from Yoko- 
hama. She brought down treasure and stores, and amongst the 
passengers was Okuma, Minister of Finance, chief in command 
of the Formosa expedition, accompanied by General Le Gendre, 
The Japanese steamers Yuko-maru and Hozui-maru arrived here 
the same day from Kumamoto (Higo), the former bringing 28¢ 
and the latter 800 soldiers. These were landed at the Ohato. 
On the following morning the British steamer Yorkshire, from 
Shinagawa, arrived with 580 more soldiers, stores, &c., but this 
vessel was only chartered by the Japanese Government to come 
to this place. On the 25th April, the Japanese steamer Hockai- 
marw arrived from Shinagawa with 200 more soldiers, These 
troops form part of the expeditionary force. We hear that 
several officers will be despatched to Formosa in advance of the 
main body of troops about to proceed there from this place. 
Further detachments of troops are expected here shortly from 
Higo, and it is stated on excellent authority that the total num- 
ber, including those already arrived at this place to join the ex- 
pedition, will be about 5,000 men. 

Several of the expeditionary vessels have started on their 
journey, the first one, the Japanese mail steamer Yuko-maru, 
(late Nepaul), leaving this port for Amoy on the 28th A ril, 
with one hundred and fifty soldiers on board, and besides thea 
she also took a supply of ammunition, provisions, stores, &c. We 
learn that she embarked for conveyance to Amoy, several 
Japanese officers, who are to form the staff at the Consulate about 
to be established at that port. Further detachmenta of troops 
were subsequently embarked, some at the Ohato, others at Sagar- 
amatz jetty, and were conveyed on board the Japanese steamers 
Meiku-maru and Mikuni-maru, which have been chartered by the 
Government, and left this port on the 2nd May, in company with 
the Japanese corvette Vitsin-kan and the gunboat Teibo-kan, but 
on account of the bad weather and heavy sea the four vessels 
have returned and anchored just inside Takaboko Point, and will 
leave again as soon as the weather moderates. Their destination 
is Amoy. About threethousand five hundred soldiers in all, and 
the whole of the transports are commanded by foreign officers. 
Over two thousand soldiers have already been despatched, and 
the remainder will follow by the Japanese steamer H. ockai-maru, 
which will leave shortly. ‘The warlike preparations which have 
been made have given an air of activity to this place. Both the 
town and harbour of Nagasaki have presented a bustling a pear- 
ance not often visible, and were this activity caused solely y the 
progress of commerce it would indeed be a most satisfactory 
picture to contemplate. ‘ 

The names of the twelve insurgent leaders executed at Saga, 
have been made public by the local government, they are :— 
Shima Yoshiwo, Yeto Shimpei, Fukuchi Tsuneaki, Nishi Yoshi- 
tada, Nakashima Rinzo, Asakura Hisatake, Katsuki Tsunegoro, 
Yamanaka Ichiro, Shigematsu Motokichi, Murayama Nagayashi, 
Nakagawa Yoshizumi. Soyeshima Yoshitaka. Yeto Shimpei was 
formerly a Cabinet Minister. 

Sanjonishi Suyetomo and Tanakayori-mochi, two important 
officers of Department of Religion (Kiobusho), together with the 
Shinto priest of Ishe, and some other officers are expected to ar- 
rive here shortly, to establish a branch of the department at this 
port. The Chewkiyoin is to be erected in Fugiya-machi, and in 
it the festival of 4th chief Shinto God is to be celebrated on the 
16th of May. 

The United States corvette Lackawanna, en route from Hong 
Kong to Yokohama, arrived on the 30th April. After coaling 
she again proceeded. H.B. Majesty’s fis’ ebip Iron Duke hag 
arrived from Amoy, and salutes were exc anged between her 
and the Japanese corvette Mitsin-kan. We hear that Admiral 
Shadwell is expected to arrive here about 2lst May in the 
Cadmus, and both vessels will proceed to Yokohama. e Iron 
Duke is to go into dock at Yokoska.

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the disturbance, but up till 10 p.m. only three prisoners had been made. 
Many of the Chinese in the neighbourhood of the fires and of the Muni- 
cipal Hall began to remove their effects, owing to warnings they had 
received from the rioters that their houses would be burnt down. 

The foregoing relates almost wholly to the attack on French property, 
but with this the mob had not stopped. Following up the attack on 
M. Percebois’ house, they at the same time assailed the neighbouring 
one, tenanted by Miss Maclean, late of the Union Chapel Mission. 
Here they knocked in the windows, and assaulted the inmates—Miss 
Maclean, and Messrs. D. Cranston and Weir (chief engineer of the 
steamer (rordon Custle). Mr. Weir escaped with fortunately slight 
injuries, but Mr. Cranston received a severe wound on the head 
from a stone, as well as other injuries, which have necessitated 
his removal to hospital. Miss Maclean was thrown down the stair 
of the house and roughly treated, but upon her calling out to the mob 
in Chinese that she was not French, they desisted, and friendly hands 
helped her to a place of safety. The furniture of this house was then 
partially saved by foreigners, who went to the scene after the French 
police had checked the mob. The appearance of a number of foreigners 
and the Chinese authorities—the Chehsien and magistrate of the French 
Mixed Court—restored a season of quiet ; but still the mass of Chinese 
remained in the open space between the places attacked and the Ningpo 
josshouse, and surged about excitedly. At this time there were pro- 
bably over 5,000 Chinese on the ground. The Chehsien and his chair 
were the objects of hostile demonstrations, but he was ultimately al- 
lowed to pass through. 

At 8 p.m. the Chairman of the Anglo-American Municipal Council 
called out the Volunteers, who were ordered to muster immediately at 
the Main Guard, where the Treaty Consuls also met in consultation. 
The men were formed up in the road, Rangers on the Right, and Nos. 
1, 2, and 3 Rifle Companies and the Miholoongs in the order named. 
The news was that the excitement was subsiding ; but it was thought 
well to march the force into the French Settlement, and especially 
round the quarters where the rioting had been most active. Even if 
their active services were not required, their presence would tend to 
deter further outbreak. Captain Cann announced that Captain Hart 
would take command for the evening; and the force was counter- 
marched to the Bund, along which they proceeded to the Rue 
du Consulat, and down that street to the Municipal Hall. 
Here a halt was called, while further measures were concerted, 
and seamen from the Ashuelot came up. The whole force 
was then marched down past the scene of the conflagration to the 
Ningpo joss-house, where it was rumoured that some of the ringleaders 
were shut up—as well asthat a number of rioters were assembled on 
the green, with the intent to stone all comers. Whether the reports 
were imaginative, or whether any Chinese who may have been out there 
decarnped on hearing of the approaching force, we cannot say. Atany 
rate, not a man was seen. The volunteers were then formed in column 
opposite the entrance to the joss-house (in the French Road), the 
rangers patrolling the roads, while the sailors proceeded—in the pre- 
sence and by the wish of the Chehsien—to break open a side door on 
the Settlement side, through which the magistrate, accompanied by 
the British, American, German, and other Consuls, at once entered. 
But here the result was the same—no one was found; and after a 
thorough search the volunteers were marched back in reversed order 
to the Bund., 

Subsequent to this time no fresh attempt to disturb the peace of 
the Settlement was made. Chinese soldiery occupied the streets in the 
neighbourhood of the disturbance during the night, and the men-of- 
war's naen from the Couleuvre and Ashuelot guarded the Municipal 
buildings. Some few foreigners residing nearest the threatened 
quarter removed to the English side, and many of the native residents 
took the same precaution ; but there arose no occasion for alarm. 
Next morning it was reported that disaffected crowds again filled the 
streets, and an “‘ Express” reminded the Voiunteers to turn out. A 
visit to the locality, however, showed that though certain portions of 
the streeta were unusually crowded, and a number of people were 
grouped about the Ningpo joss-house, all was perfectly quiet. The 
bodies of the dead, to the number of six, had been removed across the 
creek tu a place close by the City Wall, where thousands visited them ; 
but there was no display of feeling. A meeting of treaty Consuls was 
held during the afternoon, when they resolved to use all the force at 
their disposal to maintain order. The Taoutai was invited to join the 
meeting ; he agreed in condemning the action of the mob, and promised 
to issue a proclamation that such outbreaks would be repressed by all 
available foreign and native force. 

There have been some proceedings at the French Mixed Court with 
regard to the men captured during the riot. The men caught with 
firebrands, having set fire to the houses, were sent to the Taoutai for 
severe punishment, as also were four others charged with riotous con- 
duct and assaulting the police. Twelve men arrested by the Che-hsien’s 
soldiers were dealt with in various ways, some being remanded, some 
sent to the Che-haien, and others released on security. A number 

with theft which had been committed during the fire were 
settled in various ways, the majority of the culprita being sent to the 
city magistrate for punishment; while some of the small offences were 
disposed of on the spot, the defendants receiving in Court a certain 
number of blows with the bamboo, and then being required to make a 
speedy exit. Some of the charges for using abusive language to the 
police in the compound of the Municipal Hall were also bambooed, with 
the distinction that they received their quantum in the compound. 
Others, again, were sentenced to 100 blows, and then to be sent to the 
Che-hsien for punishment, The number convicted was over thirty. 

Matters seem now to be perfectly quiet on the French Concession.

We have received a copy of the Municipal Budget Estimate 
for 1874-5. The income for 1873-4 (including Tls. 21,000 raised 
by loan, and Tis. 7,500—proceeds sale of iron bridge) was Tis. 
265,005.96, and the expenditure Tls, 264,844.97 (including Ts. 
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15,899 deficit left by the Council of 1872-3). The estimated in- 
come for 1874-5 is Tls. 237,160, and the estimated expenditure 
exactly equal. 

The A.D.C. have giventheir fourth performance for the season 
and it came off with the success that always attends A.D.C. en- 
tertainments. “In Possession” did not go off with quite the 
amount of life a farce should, though some of the parts were very 
amusinglysustained. “Checkmate,” however, wascapital through- 
out ; the leading parts cleverly done and the subsidiary well filled. 
The scenery also evoked applause. The orchestra, under M. 
Remusat, played three selections in their usual admirable style. 

A sale of race ponies has been held at the Horse Bazaar, when 
nearly fifty were offered. Half the number were actually sold, 
at prices generally from Tls. 50 downwards. For Doubloon, the 
winner of the Griffins, Tls. 450 were offered, but he was re- 
served at Tls. 600 ; and Maron Glac6é was bought in at Tls. 375. 
Pice was sold for Tls. 150; Jossakeed, Tls. 100; Gownee, Tls. 80; 
Alone, Tls. 55; Savernake, Tls. 40 ; the rest generally at lower 
rates, unless bought in. 

The body of a marine, dressed in full uniform, has been picked 
up in the river. It was past identification, but is supposed to be 
that of aman named Mullaney, who while on guard at the gang- 
way of the American man-of-war Lackawanna, early one morning 
during her recent stay in this port, suddenly fell overboard in a 
fit, to which it appeared he was subject. 

The postponement of the annual meeting of ratepayers from 
the 11th to the 18th inst. is notified, various causes having hin- 
dered the publication of the report for the past year. 

Our veeing Correspondent writes that the Peruvian mission 
was to leave for Tientsin on the 27th May, there to conclude ne- 
gotiations for a treaty with Li Hungchang.—The examinations 
for the degree of Tsin-sze commenced on the 23rd May. 

We hear that, in consequence of the action taken by M. 
Godeaux in connection with the recent riot at Shanghai, the 
members of the French Municipal Council have all sent in their 
resignation. 





HONG KONG. 

Our advices by the present mail extend to the 16th May ; the 
P. and O. mail from London April 3 was received on the 11th 
May. We take the following items of news from the Daily 
Press :— 


The first hearing of the case of Tsoo-Wing Yong v. Woo-soo 
and others came ‘before the Supreme Court. Mr. Aayllar, in 
opening the case, said the plaintiff had been a trader in the well- 
known firm of the Wing-kee shop in this colony, and the de- 
fendant Woo-soo was also a partner in that firm. At that time, 
also, Woo-soo and Achang (deceased) were joint proprietors of 
the dock at Whampoa, called the Luk Sun Dock. It had heen 
leased by S. P. Hall and Co., but in 1864 the Whampoa Dock 
Company was formed under a new Ordinance which was then 
d, and the lease of 8. P. Hall and Co. was assigned to them. 

But when the Hong Kong and Whampoa Dock Company took 
the lease, they discovered that the dock was not long enough for 
them, and they were anxious to have it Iengthened to 350 feet, 
and the person who at that time had had negotiations with the 
plaintiffand defendants with reference to this was Mr. Sutherland. 
his brought them to the point where the disputes arose. The 
negotiations for the lengthening having been made, they looked 
about for a contractor to do the work. Li See was a contractor, 
and accordingly negotiations were entered into with him through 
a man named ’Ng-lum-cheong (deceased). ’Ng-lum-cheong knew 
Li See, and the matter resulted in the latter being introduced to 
the defendants. They then explained to him how matters stood, 
and also that they wanted an estimate from him of the amount 
of money necessary to out the work. They gave him the 
specifications and plans which had been prepared on behalf of 
the Dock Company by their architects. Li See took home 
these plans, and he made an estimate that the outside price 
which the dock could be altered for was $29,000, but that 
the contract could be carried out for a sum of $26,0U0. 
This estimate, as it turned out, unfortunately was under 
the mark both as to time and money, and had been 
a most disastrous thing for the plaintitf. It was taken 
by Li See and Woo Soo to Mr. Sutherland, who expressed 
his willingnes to enter into a contract, and to pay $8,000 in ad- 
vance, provided they obtained a capitalist as security. “Ng-lum- 
cheong then suggested that they should request plaintiff to become 
security, as he was known at that time to be a substantial man. 
In consideration of the sum of $2,U00 he agreed to become se- 
curity for the whole carrying out of the ark, This being made 
knownto Mr. Sutherland, amaterial guarantee was demanded from 
plaintiff, and in conseqnence of this he took the title deeds of cer- 
tain property to deposit for this purpose. He was told to leave his 
title deeds, and call again in a week’s time, after they had been 
investigated. Plaintiff was then told that his title deeds were of 
such a kind as could not be accepted. He was uot very well pleased 
at this, and went away saying he should have nothing more to 
do with it. Li See, Achang, and Woo Soo then proposed terms 
to plaintiff, which were subsequently executed in a written deed, 
which the learned counsel put in. The terms were that plaintitf 
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should advance the whole money, estimated at $26,000, from 
time to time as required ; that the whole four should enter into 
the work as joint contractors and partners; that the money 
should, upon the conclusion of the work, be repaid to plaintiff by 
the partnership, together with twelve per cent. interest ; the 
pore if any, to be shared. That was especially agreed upon 
by the parties, and upon that agreement they went and proposed 
these terms to the Dock Compauy, and were accepted. Subse- 
quently the deed was drawn up, accepted by the Dock Com- 
pany carrying out these terms, and was signed by all the four 
parties. The learned counsel read the document, submitting 
that it formed as between the parties to it a direct contract of in- 
demnity and contribution. He urged first that the facts showed 
a clear partnership ; and secondly that the document created 
a mutual indemnity and joint interest to these transactions. 
The work was begun under the superintendence of Li See, and 
from time to time sums of money were paid to him, on account 
of the name under which the partnership traded. It amounted 
to $50,000, and went to benetit the property of defendants, The 
object of the present suit was, therefore, to recover from de- 
fendants their share of the money expended, or to re-arrange 
and settle the partnership. Li See was then called by plaintiff, 
and spoke to carrying out the contract, and seeing the document 
signed. The Court was then adjourned. 

A letter from Foochow says :—The newly organised Courier 
service between this place and Amoy has been started, and we 
wish every success to its enterprising promoters. We may 
mention that the first trip between the two ports was accom- 
plished in forty-six hours, which shows, as regards time, a vast 
improvement on the old service. 

Eight battalions of Japanese troops are reported to have been 
landed on the East Coast of Formosa for the ostensible purpose 
of operating against the aborigines. As the island forms a por- 
tion of this province, we await with much interest the action of 
the Chinese authorities in regard to the invasion of their terri- 
tory. Our impression is that the Viceroy’s military force is in- 
adequate to make a successful resistance, even if disposed to do 
so; and we further venture to question the ability of the 
Japanese Army to surmount the great obstacles presented by the 
mountainous nature and jungle of the country in which they will 
be called upon to operate, to say nothing of the difficulty that 
will be experienced in obtaining supplies on a coast almost, if 
not entirely destitute of harbours. 

The steamer China, commanded by Captain Hennings, has 
completed ber one hundredth trip between Canton, Hong Kong, 
and Shanghai. As she came into port she flew at the foretop- 
mast head a very large and handsome white silk Chinese flag, 
edged with a red scalloped border, with black characters record- 
ing the meaning of the flag and its object. This flag was pre- 
sented to Captain Hennings by the most influential Chinese mer- 
chants of Shanghai, in commemoration of the vessel having with 
safety completed her 100th trip. About twenty of them sat 
down toa dinner on board, when they presented to the captain 
the flag and a very handsome testimonial, and expressed in most 
laudatory terms their appreciation of the fitness of the vessel to 
carry the cargoes. 

By the Chzna an English lady has arrived, whose maiden name 
is Miss Roberts, but she is a princess by marriage to a Japanese 
prince, named Matchung, of high distinction.

Several interesting reports appear in the Sarawak Gazette on 
the subject of Borneo coal.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

; SINGAPORE. 

Our advices by the jpresent mail extend to the 25th May. 
The P.and O. mail from London April 17 arrived out on the 17th 
May, and the following French mail of April 24 was received on 
the 24th May. The following summary of news is from the 
Straits Times :— 

., A correspondent, under date 28th May, gives the following 
items :—The Colonial steamer Pluto, Acting Commander Welner, 
having on board H.E. the Governor and suite, as also the Hon. 
the Attorney-General, and the Hon. the Colonial Engineer, 
arrived here from Singapore en route to Penang on Wednesday 
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the 20th May. His Excellency, together with these Govern- 
ment officials, landed shortly before noon and embarked about 
6.30 p.w. Atnoonon the same day, a Royal salute was fired 
in commemoration of H.M.’s birth-day, and a company of 
soldiers belonging to H.M.’s 110th Regt., at present stationed 
here, fired a few de jove. The Straits steamer Sharpshooter from 
Penang, and the Japan from Singapore arrived here yesterday 
morning. The Malay steamer Jelegraph, wae Valberg, arrived 
here from Klang yesterday morning, and will return to the same 4 
port to-morrow afternoon. X. 

The pigmy steamer Queduh, Capt. Jeremiah, from Singapore 
with dates to the 20th May, bound to Penang, arrived here last 
Thursday, aud sailed the same night for her port of destination, 

Our new Assistant Colonial Chaplain, the Reverend L. C. 
Biggs, arrived here on the 10th May, by the B.I.S.N. Company's 
steamer Coconada, and his predecessor, the Rev. S. R. Dingley, 
returned to Singapore per steamer Benmore last week. 

The charge of criminal breach of trast preferred bv the Chief 
Clerk of the Audit Office in Singapore, on behalf of Govern- 
ment, against W. Reutens, the clerk to the Magistrate of the 
Police Court here, was called on for hearing on Saturday, the 
16th instant, when the case for the prosecution was brought to 
a close and the counsel for the defence, J. D. Vaughan, 
Esq., applied for a remand for the purpose of allowing the de- 
fendant an opportunity of minutely going over the books for- 
merly kept by him and comparing them with the charge sheets. 
The remand was accordingly granted by the Hon. Captain Shaw, 
the magistrate who tried the case, and the matter was called on 
for a further hearing, when witnesses were examined on behalf 
of the prosecution and defence. The magistrate sentenced the 
defendant to three months’ rigorous a ES onteaa A notice of 
appeal to the Supreme Uourt was immediately given to the presid- 
ing magistrate by the counsel for the defendant. The whole of the 
evidence in this case, as also the outline of the speech made by 
the learned counsel for the defence and the legal objections 
raised, I hope to be able to furnish you in a future letter. 

The Straits Times, referring to the telegram of the 20th May, 
containing an account of the speech of Lord Stanley of aaa A 
upon the subject of Sir Andrew Clarke’s proceedings, says :—“ It 
shows clearly that the efforts for good of, a Governor here have 
not only to meet the criticism, possibly the antagonism, of local 
opinion, but may, asin the present instance, be taken up asa 
handle for the purely political purposes of a party. We confess , 
our surprise and disappointment that the person who in this 
case has thought proper to complain of the proceedings of Sir 
Andrew Clarke is Lord Stanley of Alderley, who can be in no 
way ignorant of the condition of the Malay Peninsula, who has 
been himself on the spot to see aud judge, and who at one time 
was looked to by the public here as their most likely champion.” 

The Government Gazette contains notices of several new appoint- 
ments, which we summarise below,—and announces that in the 
Government offices Wednesday will be substituted for Saturday 
as a half-holiday until further orders.

Capt. A. R. Ord, to be Assistant Treasurer and Assistant Collector of 
Land Revenue at Malacca ; and E. E. Isemonger, Esq., to be Magistrate 
and Commissioner of the Court of Requests at Malacca. 

Mr. C. H. Lloyd is appointed to act as a Member of the Pilot Board 
during the absence of Mr. E. M. Smith. 

The leave of absence, on half-salary, of the Hon. C. B. Plunket has 
been extended for one month from 31st May, and that of Capt. Brad- 
bery, for a period not stated, from 12th April. 

The Court Suitors’ Deposit Ordinance, 1873, was directed by the Go- 
vernor in Council to come into operation on the 11th May instant. 

Letters Patent have been directed to be issued, appointing 
Theodore Thomas Ford, Esq., Junior Puisne Judge of the 
Supreme Court, the appointment to take effect from the 15th 
ultimo ; and further, that Mr. Ford has been appointed a tep- 

rary Judge of the Supreme Court at Penang, from which we 
infer that he has arrived there. The leave of absence of the 
Hon. C. J. Irving, Auditor General, has been extended for one 
year from the Ist proximo. H.E. the Governor provisionally 
recognises the appointment of Mr. H. F. Maack as Italian Vice 
Consul in this colony: 3 

A cricket match has been played at the cricket ground on the 
Esplanade between the Sin re Cricket Club and eleven 
cricketers from H.M.S. Charybdis. The S.C. C. went first to the 
wickets and scored 157 in their first innings, which their compe- 
titors failed to overtake in two innings. . They, however, only 
sent eight men to the wickets in the second innings, but the 
8. C. C, had so long a start that the naval party had no chance 
of winning. As it was, the S. C. C, had an innings and eigitty- 


six runs to spare. . 

We are glad to learn that the police have succeeded in getting 
hold of the eutire , six in all, who committed the robbery 
in Havelock-road fat Friday morning. One was the ” ja 
arrested by Detective Sergeant Shokalingum in Victoria-street 
with part of the Property in his possession, and the remaining 
five were arrested in Chin Chew-street. 

A Chinese funeral procession passing along Neill Road, when 
at the top of the hill just beyond the corner of Tanjong Pagar 
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road, was attacked by a party of armed samsengs or fighting 
meu, who were secreted on the hill known as Bukit Passoh. A 
general fight ensued, which raged with violence for a few 
minutes, but an alarm being raised by sentinels posted for the 
purpose, that the police were coming from the Sepoy Lines, the 
whole attacking party rushed off in various directions. A 
Malay peon was seen, who according to the accounts of eye- 
witnesses behaved admirably, rushing into the thick of 
the fight, and receiving numerous blows. He succeeded in se- 
curing a prisoner from among the crowd, but as the Chinaman 
arrested was only armed with an umbrella, it is probable no 
cl will lie against him. We understand the fight arose out 
of rivalry between the Hai San and Ghee Hing kongsees, as to 
which should have the honour of burying the deceased, who had 
two sons, one in each kongsee. Superintendent Maxwell last 
night visited the Hai San kongsee house, and arrested three men 
said to have taken part in the attack ; one of these, who was de- 
tected endeavouring to screen himself, had marks of blood on his 
clothes from a wound on his forehead.

IMPORTS. 

CHEFOO.—Messrs. Wilson Cornabe and Co.'s Circular, dated 1st May, 
says, since the issue of our last report, business in imports generally has 
not been very active, and prices of most articles have experienced a de- 
cline. Cotton Goods : 8} lbs. Grey Shirtings have been in fair enquiry, 
but prices have been gradually tending downwards. Drills, T-Cloths, 
and Fancy Cottons have not been asked for, _ Woollens have been in 
but little demand. Metals: Iron, both Nail, Rod and Bar, continues 
readily saleable, at about our last quoted rates. Lead has been dealt 
in to a considerable extent, but prices, owing to supplies having come 
on by steamer from Shanghai, have declined. 

SHancHal.—-The North China Herald Market Report says :—Another 
unsatisfactory weck has ended, and still there is no sign of improve- 
menton the Piece Goods*market. A moderately large business goes on 
at Hamkow, but dealers have in no way been affected thereby. The 
lethargy that has taken hold of them is evidently immovable. It is 
true that, for activity, Hankow stands alone amid the reports received | 
here since last mail day, but even there it looks like the last flicker of a 
candle, trade being forced by a dangerous extension of credit, without 
the equivalent of paying prices; and this, no doubt, has acted as 
a deterrent upon our River buyers. But Tientsin is the heaviest clog. 
From that port and from the North generally, the accounts are simply 
sickening. They are ever the same—-no business, and rates lower ; and 
very similar news continues to reach us from Japan, From Knight and 

Co.'s Newchang Circular of 1st May, we notice that Tientsin and 
Chefoo are short of sycee, and are sending a “cry” to that effect to 
Newchang. Several other ports might do well to imitate the 
example, if Newchwang can and will afford any help. The Circular 
adds, “that, whatever may be said by individuals, or furnished in offi- 
cial reports, the fact is incontrovertible, the trade in theD rug is impo- 
verishing the whole North of China of its silver, to the direct ruin of 
the trade in Cotton and Woollen goods.’ Opium is meant, but as far 
aa the ruim of the cotton goods is concerned, the Circular might have 
embraced = few of the drugs that are used in Lancashire without ma- 
terially lessening the worth of its remarks. It embodies a suggestion 





by a local buyer, “that if the goods contained less foreign matter, Grey 
Shirtings, &c., would not require such expensive covering protection 
from damp.” 

Mantta.—The] market for Plain Staples had undergone little change 
and values remained in most cases the same. Dealers, who complained 
of the small amount of business transacted in their shops, showed but 
little inclination to purchase to any extent. Coloured goods were in 
much the same position. ; 

Saicon.—The market for Piece Goods had been very flat, and sales 
had only been effected with difficulty. Quotations were, Grey Shirt- 
ings, 8} Ibs. $2.47, 7 Ibs. $2.05 ; T-Cloth 6 lbs. $1.55, 5 lbs. $1.274, 44 
Ibe. $1.15 ; White Irishes $1.55.

THE SILK CROP AND INDUSTRIAL PROGRESS IN ITALY. 
A correspondent of The Times writes :—The whole of Lombardy re- 
vels this year in a perfect glut and surfeit of its beloved worms, A 
huge crop of this year's silk will be added to the store of last year's 
silk yet unsold. Prices must fall, of course ; but the Italians do not 
despair, for they trust that plenty will enable them to undersell their 
rivals of Japan and China, and if they cannot earn their livelihood by 


spinning they will compete with the French as Weavers. There is 
nothing more pleasing than to see the spirit of industry and enterprise 


which is waking up throughout the country. Politicians may blunder, 
financiers may be out in their reckoning, but work is brisk in Italy, 
and the very literature of the country is assuming an almost exclu- 
sively utilitarian and speculative character. The country is flooded 
with books and pamphlets on economical subjects. Journals devoted to 
practical agricultural and commercial pursuits are springing up in all 
district centres, and with them clubs and associations busy with the 
spread of useful technical knowledge. A good deal of trash and 
twaddle is the result ; but occasionally, also, respectable labour with 
a plausible purpose and a satisfactory result. I need hardly 
allude to the diffusion of good economical science to which Fran- 
ceaco Ferrara in Piedmont, and Girolamo Boccardo in Genoa, with 
others in Lombardy and Tuscany, have given impulse; but even 
in the Venetian Provinces, more lately withdrawn from foreign thral- 
dom, the symptoms of a atirring life are perceptible, and progress is un- 
deniable. I have before me the works of Alberto Errera, a young 
Professor, whose Jtalia Industriale, and Nuove Istituzioni Economiche, 
and Caratteri delle Societa. Operaie, are entitled to as much attention as 
the Vita e Tempi di Daniele Manin, with which he has been busy for 
several years, Even in remote Friuli I hear of Societd Agrarie and 
Societa Enologiche, and of the plantation of many thousand vine-stocks on 
hill-sides which had been waste and barren for centuries. One might 
number by thousands the new landowners who have sprung up through- 
out the country owing to the sale of so many broad acres of State and 
Church property—100,159 lota sold for 462,475,005f. from October, 
1867, to May, 1874,—and no less considerable is the extent of soil 
brought into cultivation by the drainage of Northern marshes and the 
tillage of Southern fallows. The swamps of the Valli Ferraresi and the 
wilds of the Tavoliere di Puglia are made to yield abundant agricultural 
wealth, while the extension of the system of navigation through the 
Cavour and other new canals doubles the productiveness of the most 
fertile districta of the Piedmontese and Lombard plains. 


MONGOLIA. 

A meeting of the Asiatic Society was held on the 22nd inst. James 
Fergusson, Esq., Vice-President, in the chair. Dr. 8. W. Bushell read 
a paper on the old Mongolian capital of Shangtu. The extensive ruins 
of this city were visited by the writer, together with the Hon. T. G. 
Grosvenor, on September 16, 1872. They are situated some twenty- 
seven miles N.W. of Dolonnor. Abbé Huc wrongly supposed the 
latter place to have been built on the site of the ancient city. Shangtu 
was founded in a.p. 1256, during the reign uf the Emperor Hien Tsung, 
and became the imperial residence for a time every year. In 1268 it 
was made the seat of a Governor-general. After the fall of the Yuan 
dynasty the city rapidly diminished in importance. It was taken in 
the second year of the new reign (a.D. 1369), but remained constantly 
attacked and harassed by the nomade Mongolian tribes, until it was 
finally abandoned by the Chinese in a.p. 1430, when the frontier was 
contracted to the line of the Great Wall, and the garrison removed to 
Tu-shih-kou. 

The site was visited by the Jesuit missionary, Gerbillon, towards the 
end of the seventeenth century. The ruins are now known by the 
Mongol name of Chao naiman sumé Hotun, “the city of a hundred 
and eight temples.” The city had a double wall, the outer forming a 
square of about eight li with six gates, the inner being about eight li 
in cireuit, with only three gates, one of which, a perfect arch twenty 
feet high Ly twelve feet wide, is still intact. The ground in the in- 
h inclosures is strewn with blocks of marble and other 
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some of which can yet be traced ; while broken lions, dragons, and the 
remains of other carved monuments lie about in every direction, half 
hidden by the thick and tangled overgrowth. An inscription of the 
Yuan dynasty, in an ancient form of the Chinese character, on a me- 
morial tablet lying amid many other relics on a raised piece of ground 
evidently the site of a large temple, has been copied and translated by 
Dr. Bushell. It is surrounded by a border of dragons boldly carved 
in deep relief. 

Mr. Henry H. Howorth read a paper on the “Origins of the Man- 
chus.” The paper started from the etymologies of the word “ Manchu ” 
proposed by various writers, the derivation of the word from “ Man- 
chusi,” the name of a Korean deity, appearing to the writer to be the 
most obvious. He then proceeded to examine at length the legendary 
accounts of the Manchus regarding their own origin, and their history 
from the earliest times down to a.p. 1625, the year of the death of 
Tai-tau. 


‘MISSIONS TO CHINA. 

On the 26th inst. the chapel of the Society for the Propagation of 
the Gospel in Foreign Parts was the scene of one of those. impressive 
services with which this Society is wont to send forth her missionaries 
to the ends of the earth. At 10 o’clock the chapel was filled with the 
personal friends of the first two missionaries sent to China by this 
society. Amongst other friends were the recently consecrated Bishop 
Burdon of Victoria, the aged Bishop of Newfoundland, the Rev. G. H. 
Wilkinson, the Rev. W. Cadman, and the Rev. H. Rowley, organising 
Seeretary for London. . 

The special service for the “ Missionary Farewell,” compiled by the 
Society, was conducted by the secretary, the Rev. W. T. Bullock, after 
which the Holy Communion was celebrated by the Bishop of Mel- 
bourne, who had been selected to give the parting address. 


His lordship, after commending the wisdom of the Society in 
appointing such a gathering in the absence of any authorised service, 
specially commended the life of the great Apostle to the Gentiles 
asa pattern for the missionaries now going to China to follow closely. 
(1) In his marvellous sympathy, (2) in his inflexible integrity and 
unswerving adherence to the truth, (3) in his strict self-government; 
and lastly, he exhorted them, as they were sent not singly but to- 
gether, to be in all things a help and not a hindrance to one another. 


At the close of the service many friends pressed round to give a last 

. shake of the hand and bid a hearty “God speed” to the Rev. C. P. 

Scott and the Rev. M. Greenwood, who leave Liverpool this week for 
New York, en route for Chefoo and San Francisco. 


CHINESE aND Matay Laxpour in AustTRaLia.—The following is a 
copy of a letter from the Hon. Thomas Reynolds, of Palmerston, in 
North Australia, formerly the Treasurer of the South Australian Go- 
vernment, addressed to Lieutenant-Colonel Palmer, of Nazing, one of 
the original Colonisation Commissioners of 1835. The letter is dated 
from Palmerston, March 10, 1874 :—“ The construction of a trans- 
continental tram or railway from Port Augusta to Port Darwin sup- 
plies more than a new mode of transit. I look upon it as settling a 
very grave and pressing question, in which the whole of the colonics 
are deeply interested. I will assume that some hundreds of thousands 
of Chinese coolies, Malays, &c., are introduced (I prefer a mixture) to 
construct the rail or tramways. Large numbers of these will settle 
eventually upon the soil. Numbers will filter through to the other 
Colonies, and supply domestic servants, mechanics, gardeners, &c. 
Such a movement would tend to raise the Asiatic race and push the 
Anglo-Saxon higher. Iam here, notwithstanding my antecedents in 
South Australia. 1 have placed myself here as a proof that I believe in 
the future of this place. I declined the residency upon many grounds. 
I generally prefer to be free: still, I feel a very great interest in the 
success of this place, and have not the slightest doubt of its eventually 
becoming a position of vast importance as a connection between Aus- 
tralia and the East. The teeming populations of Java, China, and Japan 
and the Dutch Islands struck me as furnishing the means of supplying 
our pressing wants. I should, as I said before, prefer a mixture ; I pre- 
fet the Chinese from Amoy or Swatow for plodding industry; the Malay 
and the Cingalese for house servants ; the Madurees for all kinds of 
hard work, from the island of Madura, lying just off Java, and all ap- 
parently a hard working and industrious class. The Javanese are a 
more delicate race of men even than the Malay, and more like in cha- 
racter to the natives of Ceylon. I think no difficulty would be expe- 
rienced in selecting suitable people at any of the Java ports, or at Swatow 
or Amoy. It would be necessary first to get the Council of India to 
extend the operation of their emigration law to South or Northern Aus- 
tralia before any supply of coolies could be imported here. 


Ustrariays In Japan.—A contemporary remarks :—The British and 
Foreign Unitarian Association has just been holding its forty-ninth an- 
nual meeting. It is as difficult to find out from the speeches as from 
the balance-sheet what the Association has done, or is doing, or intends 
to do with its income of some £3,000 a year. The report for the past 
year dilates in vague terms on the spread of “our principles” at home 
and abroad, and on the promotion of “the doctrines of pure Christ- 
janity,"’ complacently assumed to be identical with Unitarianism. It 
gives tidings of the progrese of the Unitarian faith in Japan, Australia 
and Iceland. But the newa from Iceland is simply that a disaffected 
Lutheran Minister visited London and was introduced to the committee. 
The Australian news is little more than that “with our brethren at the 
vy tipodes we sustain most friendly relations.” The report relating to 
Japan shows that the Association has presented Unitarian works to the 
Japanere Ambassadors ; the Japanese Government have requested to be 
favoured with a dozen reports of the Association, which, we presume, 
have been gladly supplied ; and one of the members of the Embassy 
has called at the Association's offices to learn more about Unitarianism. 
We learn from a New York journal that Unitarianism is also declining 
in the United States. 
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INTERNATIONAL GEOGRAPHICAL CONFERENCE. —The organisation of 
the International Geographical Conference, to be held at Paris during 
the next Easter vacation, is being carried out by the Société de Géo- 
graphie with great activity. The official delegates of foreign nations, 
whose names have just been sent in to the President of the society, 
Vice-Admiral Baron de la Ronciére le Noury, by the Ambassadors of 
the great Powers, are the following :—For England: Earl Derby, Sir 
Bartle Frere, and Sir Henry Rawlinson. For Germany: General Biiyer, 
the originator of the International Commission on Geodesy; Baron von 
Richtotfen, President of the Geographical Society of Berlin; Herr 
Petermann, editor of the Mittheilungen ; Oscar Peschel, of Leipzig, one 
of the most accredited professors of history and geography; Kiepert, 
whose maps and atlas are known all the world over; and Vappius, 
author of one of the largest and most important dictionaries of geo- 
graphy. For Austro-Hungary: General Dobner von Dobenau, director 
of the Military Geographical Institute of Vienna ; Admiral Wullerstorff- 
Urbair, commander of the scientific expedition round the world on 
board the frigate Norara ; Count Sceczen, Franz Pulski, J. Hunfalvi, 
President of the Geographical Society of Buda-Pesth ; and Hermann 
Vémbery, so well known for his explorations in Central Asia, 


A LECTURE was delivered at the schoolroom of the Blackheath 
Chapel by Mrs. Edkins, of Peking. The address was extremely in- 
teresting, and dealt with the subject of missionary labours in China 
and of the social habits of the Chinese. With regard to the conversion 
of the nutives, Mrs. Edkins remarked that the chief difficulty was with 
the women, as, although the men were indifferent, they were less stub- 
born, and could more easily be converted. She earnestly impressed 
upon her audience the necessity for female missionaries to China. Mra. 
Edkins provided illustrations in the shape of pictures, dresses, toys, and 
models of articles of everyday life at Peking, including itinerant cook- 
shops, &c. Mrs. Edkins, who appeared in excellent health after twelve 
years’ residence in China, purposes to return to Peking with her hus- 
band early next year, and carry on with renewed vigour her school and 
other missionary work she has so well inaugurated. We trust she may 
find some equally able and earnest lady to accompany her. 


Colonel James Robert 8. Sayer, C.B.—who on the arrival of his re- 
giment, the King’s Dragoon Guards, from India, was placed on half- 
pay, and who for a short time has been most inadequately compensated

THE Messageries Maritimes steamer Tigre, with the present inward 
mail, arrived at Marseilles on the 27th inst. at 9 a.m. She brings 
112 passengers and a general cargo, including 244 bales of silk, 31,693 
packages of tea, and 1,572 packages of sundries for London, which part 
of her cargo will be forwarded to its destination per Company's steamer 
Gange, due in London on or about the 7th of July. 


THE China Trans-Pacific Steamship Company's steamer Vancourer 
Captain T. Shaw, sailed from San Francisco on the 25th inst., for Yoko- 
hama and Hong Kong. The same company’s steamer Vasco de Gama 
Captain J. F. Rice, arrived at Yokohama from Hong Kong on the 23rd 
inet., and sailed fur San Francisco on the 25th inst.

TEA ADULTERATION. 

THE subject of Tea Adulteration, which has come before 
the Committee of the House of Commons, appointed to 
inquire into the working of the Adulteration Act, is of 
such extreme importance to the China trade and the public 
at large that we think it may be well to call particular 
attention to that portion of the evidence adduced, which 
we reported in our last issue. Mr. VOLCKNER, the analyst 
of the Royal Agricultural Society of England, on the whole, 
does not think that tea is adulterated in this country, and 
on being further questioned, he said that, though he knew 
that the facing of tea was practised to make it appear 
better, yet he did not think it was morally an adultera- 
tion, because it was generally understood that tea was 
faced, just as it was known that there was colouring matter 
in butter and cheese. Although Mr. VoLCKNER is tole- 
rably decided in his opinion about the unfitness of the 
analysts appointed under this Act, his own notions about 
what constitutes adulteration do not appear to us to be 
very strict. Much more interesting than the evidence of 
the scientific witness is that of Mr. JAMES BARRINGER, 
described as a “starch manufacturer.” The revelations of 
this gentleman, though perhaps not wholly unexpected by 
those learned in matters connected with the tea-trade, are 
of a decidedly startling nature to the innocent consumer 
of that beverage, which “cheers but not inebriates.” Mr. 
BARRINGER says his immediate business is that of a 
starch manufacturer, and not a “tea-improver,” but he 
admits that some years ago, before the passing of the 
Adulteration Act, he was employed by LLoyn’s Salvage 
Committee to re-dry tea which had been damaged by salt- 
water, and that his operations were carried on in bond, and, 
therefore, with the full knowledge and consent of the 
Customs’ authorities. Mr. BARRINGER supposed that 
Luoyn’s Salvage Committee found him out to improve the 
damaged tea, because the apparatus used for starch making 
suited the drying of tea ; he had, however, a special apparatus 
for dealing with tea ; and possibly it may have been owing 
to this fact that he was favoured above other starch manu- 
facturers. In regard to this matter we cannot but express 
our opinion that the conduct of the Government was 
utterly inexcusable, and ought on every ground to be con- 
demned, for it is clear from Mr. BARRINGER’S evidence 
that by its agents—the Customs’ officials—it aided and 
abetted in the “ facing” and “fixing up” for consumption 
of a vast amount of salted tea, which ought never to have 
been allowed to pass on to the market. Mr. BARRINGER 
also tells us that he had faced “scented caper” and turned 
it into “Canton gunpowder,” and that it was sold as 
such ; and he further considers that teas were improved 
by the manipulation to which they were subjected in his 
establishment. Mr. Justice BLACKBURN’S decision in the 
celebrated Birkenhead adulteration case has had an odd 
effect in changing Mr. BARRINGER’S ideas in regard to the 
propriety of facing tea, and now he is occupied in the con- 
verse process, and unfacesit. He told the Commitee that 
he took the colour out of two or three cwt. a week now, 
and employed two men at this branch of his business, but 
not all their time. 

On the whole, Mr. BARRINGER’S evidence, in reply to 
the searching questions of the Committee, is decidedly out- 
spoken, and we cannot but admire his courage. A grain 
of comfort is to be derived from his assertion that ‘ he 
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“had never mixed exhausted or foreign leaves, nor had 
“he ever been asked to do so by his customers ;” and 
there is also another satisfactory point in his evidence, and 
that is, that he denies the truth of some of Mr. WEITWORTH 
JACKSoN’S allegations, which have caused a certain amount 
of sensation and alarm ; and it will be some further conso- 
lation to disconcerted tea drinkers who have read and pon- 
dered gloomily over Mr. WHITWORTH JACKSON'S evidence, 
to learn that at their sitting on June 22 the Committee, 
after hearing additional witnesses, unanimously declined to 
receive any more evidence from Mr. WHITWORTH JACKSON. 
The examination of Mr. HoRNIMAN, whose specialité is said 
to be uncoloured teas, was decidedly amusing. Being hard 
pressed by Mr. SANDFORD, he acknowledged and confessed 
that he had bought coloured teas in the market, and had the 
colour removed! After this confession, wrung from him, 
doubtless, with bitter agony, people will not unnaturally 
think that the statements in the curious “ Chinese letter” 
which he so often advertises must be taken cum grano salis. 
To conclude, we would remark that, although the Adul- 
teration Act may have done wrong to some and pressed 
injuriously upon others, it has, on the whole, done far more 
good than harm, and in the interests not only of common 
honesty, but of the public health, we earnestly hope that, if 
it be amended, it may be amended on the side of the 
public, that its provisions may always be carried out with 
stringency, and that the officers to whom is entrusted the 
working out of the enactment may never shrink from per- 
forming to the very letter the duty imposed upon them by 
the Legislature. If this be the case we may in the course 
of time hope to hear the last of watered milk, doctored tea 
and beer, strange compounds for mustard and pepper, 
sanded sugar, alum bread, &., &c. 


THE CHINKIANG CONSULATE. 

THE folly of withdrawing a superior Consular official 
from Chinkiang is becoming sufficiently apparent. This 
withdrawal was ordered by the home Government some 
six years ago at the instance of Sir RUTHERFORD ALCOCK 
and Consul HARVEY, notwithstanding that the port was 
gradually, but surely, increasing in importance. The 
orders from home, in consequence mainly of Mr. HARVEY’s 
damagirg representations, were to withdraw the Consular 
Staff altogether, and thus virtually close the port to foreign 
trade, for Chinkiang is one of those ports where business 
cannot be satisfactorily carried on without a resident Con- 
sular officer to conduct negotiations with the Chinese 
authorities, as well at the place itself as at Nanking, Yang- 
chow, &c. This policy was so manifestly suicidal, that the 
late Mr. MARKHAM, then in charge of the Consulate, 
who was directed to carry it out, took upon himself, with 
the full concurrence and advice of his colleagues at Shanghai 
and Hankow, to evade his positive orders and to leave an 
assistant at Chinkiang to attend to matters of routine. 
This arrangement of his was acquiesced in by the authori- 
ties at Peking and in Downing-street, and has since re- 
mained in force, the port being placed under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Shanghai Consul and forming part of his estab- 
lishment, a state of things which, we need hardly point 
out, was of necessity very absurd, and has been attended 
with great inconvenience to all parties concerned. The 
experience of the past six years has shown conclusively 
that the presence of a Junior Assistant or other officer, 
dependent on the Shanghai Consulate, is not sufficient to 
ensure the proper conduct of business and the maintenance 
of order at Chinkiang. We are no advocates for, or sup- 
porters of, extravagant Consular staffs, but in our opinion 
it is essential for the prosperity of Chinkiang that an tnde- 
pendent Vice-Consul of ability, well-versed in the Chinese lan- 
guage, and supported by a steady and intelligent European 
constable, should be stationed there. It should not be ne- 
cessary for Her MaJEsty’s Consul at Shanghai to go up to 
Chinkiang to settle every dispute, whether trumpery or 
otherwise. The additional expense, caused by the adop- |- 
tion of the course we suggest, need not exceed £300 
per annum, allowance being made for the sums now dis- 
bursed in travelling expenses. 

The proximate cause for these remarks is the occurrence 
at Chinkiang of a disturbance of a somewhat peculiar nature, 
which his caused some excitement at that port, and some

talk even at Shanghai. We must own that we have not 
been able to arrive at a very clear perception of the merits of 
.the case, and indeed they are not very material to our posi- 
tion ; but, concisely put, the facts appear, according to the 
Shanghai Courier, to be somewhat as follows :—The repre- 
sentatives of a British firm, accompanied by two Malays, 
entered the premises of an American, and sought forcibly to 
seize and remove ten chests of opium that had been stored in 
his godowns without his knowledge or consent, and which 
they aHeged belonged to their firm. To settle a trivial matter 
like this, Mr. Consul MEDHURsT had to leave his more im- 
‘portant duties at Shanghai, and proceed in person to Chin- 
-kiang, whereas if there had been a proper Consular autho- 
rity at the port, the chances are that we should have heard 
nothing of the affair, for he would have very easily dis- 
posed of it in conjunction with the United States Vice- 
Consul As it was, of course, Mr. MepDuHUuRST settled the 
matter in a very brief space of time; the Malays were 
directed to -relieve the port of their presence, and 
the British subjects, “‘ by whose orders the Malays acted, 
“and who took part in the trespass and menace of 
“violence, were called upon to write a letter of apology 
“to the aggrieved American,” and on payment of certain 
charges they got back their opium. Such a case as this, 
we maintain, ought never to have got beyond the region 
of a Consular Court, and in all human probability it would 
never have occurred at all if there had been a proper con- 
trolling authority always present at the port, in the face of 
which the British subjects in question would not have 
ventured upon the lawless method of procedure of which 
we-have spoken, and, we should think, the anterior difii- 
-eulties connected with the local opium trade, which led to 
the whole disturbance, could not’ possibly have arisen. 





WE notice with much pleasure the energy and _perse- 
verance of Sir ARTHUR KENNEDY in legislating with 
regard to emigration matters at Hong Kong, and in bring- 
ing all the previously-existing Colonial Ordinances on the 
subject into a compact and consolidated form. Although 
no essentially fresh principle or feature was introduced 
into the new Ordinance passed at the meeting of the Colo- 
nial Council on May 5th, except, perhaps, in throwing 
additional responsibility upon the Governor, in respect 
to the seizure of suspected vessels, yet, as his Excel- 
lency remarked, the consolidation of the Ordinances 
is a very convenient measure, and will be productive 
of great benefit to the colony. We need not now 
fear that Hong Kong can again be accused of any 
participation in or connivance at the vile and odious 
coolie trade, for which Macao has for so many years 

. had such an unenviable and infamous notoriety. If Go- 
vernor KENNEDY be equally successful in putting down, 
once for all, the system of overhauling peaceable tradin 
vessels, which Chinese cruisers are reported to have 
recently practised in close proximity to Hong Kong har- 
bour, he will, by these two measures alone, have done good 
service to the Colony. 





Wir regard to the paragraph in the China Mail which 
states that the coolies on board the Rosita Y. Nina had 
suffered severely, we notice that by accounts in the Rio 

pers the steamer arrived at that port in December, and 
Toft in January for Havanna, with 731 coolies. She had 
been seven months out, four of which were passed at 
Assumption, her engines. having broken down. Nothing 
is said in regard to mortality amongst the coolies. She 
arrived at Havana March 5. 





WE understand that an agreement has been arrived at 
between the Post-office and the directors of the P. and O. 
Company for a re-arrangement of their contract, under 
which the.Southampton portion of the mails will for the 
future be conveyed through the Suez Canal. It also pro- 
vides for an acceleration by twenty-four hours of the 
Brindisi portion of the mails, which will be forwarded via 
Egypt as at present. 


WE understand that H.E. Sano, with Baron von SIE- 
BOLD, Secretary, and other members of the J apanese 
legation at Vienna, will shortly visit London, and proceed 
oa to San Francisco and Yokohama. 
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WE believe that the number of Essays on Opium sent in 
Kcr adjudication is over fifty. The prizes are £200 for the 
first, and £100 for the second in merit.

CUSTOMS REPORTS ON THE TRADE OF CHINA. 

The Customs Gazette for the quarter ending December, 1873, 
supplies the following statistics of the trade at the various ports, 
as compared with the corresponding period of 1872 :— 

NewcuwancG.—The tonnage entered and cleared is about the 
same asin 1872. The imports of cotton goods are larger this 
year, while the exports show no marked change. The revenue 
is slightly lower than 1872, the figures being Tls. 73,847, against 
Tls. 76,347 last year. 

Cueroo.—The tonnage figures show an increase. The imports 
of some descriptions of cotton goods are lower. This is also 
observable in sugar. The exports show but little change. The 
revenue shows a decided decrease this quarter, the amount being 
only Tls. 82,930, as compared with T]s. 104,274 in 1872. 

TrenTs1n.—The tonnage shows very little alteration. The 
imports of cotton goods on the whole show a slight increase, and 
the exports are rather higher also, The revenue is slightly in 
excess of 1872, the figures being Tls. 111,421, against Tls. 109,237. 

Hanxow.—The tonnage figures are slightly higher. The im- 

ort and export figures are nearly all below those of 1872. 
e revenue this year is Tls. 33,338, against Ts. 28,575. 

Kruxianc.—The imports show no considerable variation, 
while the exports are, as a rule, higher. The revenue shows 
a considerable increase, the figures being Tls. 174,670, against 
Tls. 100,972. 

CuinkIAnc.—The tonnage figures are higher. A slight falling 
off is observable in most of the imports, with the exception of 
opium. The revenue is lower than during the corresponding 
period in 1872, the amount being Tls. 39,474 and Tis. 50,948 re- 
spectively. 

SHanouat.—The tonnage of the ships entered and cleared is 
rather higher than in 1872. The import of opium is less this 
quarter, and there is a falling off in many of the other imports. 
The export figures show no marked change. The revenue is 
higher, the figures this quarter being Tls. 931,434, against 
Tls. 816,989 in 1872. 

Ninepro.—The imports and exports show no great change, and 
the revenue is Tls. 221,099, against Tls. 224,741 in 1872. 

Foocnow.—The imports show but slight alteration, while the 
export of tea is considerably lower. The revenue shows an im- 
portant decrease, the amount this quarter being Tls. 464,547, 
against Tls. 586,241. 

Tamsul (ForMosa).—The tonnage figures are lower than in 
1872. In imports there is no great change. In exports coal has 
ae The revenue amounts to Tls, 31,381, against Ts. 38,551 
in 1872. 

Taxow (Formosa).—The tonnage is below that of 1872, and 
the imports are lower. The revenue shows a slight falling off. 

Amoy.—The tonnage is lower than in 1872. The tonnage en- 
tered and cleared being 72,506 tons entered, and 62,115 tons 
cleared, as against 78,396 tons entered, and 74,163 tons cleared 
in 1872. The imports are higher in grey shirtings, and lower in 
white ditto, while the export of hemp bags is lower than in 
ae revenue figures are Tls, 174,905, against Tls. 170,502 
in 1872. 

Swatow.—The imports of cotton goods are higher this quarter, 
while many of the exports are lower. The revenue has increased 
from Tls. 115,868 to Tla. 136,268. 

Canton.—An important increase is noticeable in the tonnage 
figures, although the ships entered and cleared are nearly the 
same as in 1872. The import of cotton goods is rather higher, 
while the exports are nearly all lower. e@ revenue is below 
that of 1873, the figures being Tis. 225,238, against Ts. 279,610 
in 1872. 








TEA ADULTERATION. 

Mr. Whitworth Jackson, whose evidence before the Com- 
mittee has been impeached, has since published a lengthy letter 
in The Times. The following are the principal statements put 
forward by Mr. Jackson :— 

My evidence ng to the nature of and the extent to which the adul- 
teration of tea is carried on in China was given with the view of show- 
ing that, whatever might be the cost of the examination of tea in bond, 
its amount would be saved to the public over and over again. My esti- 
mates were made upon returns which I obtained from one of the 
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tea in this country, my evidence had been collected from a variety of 
sources, and was to the effect that tea which has been below the sea 
has been recovered, dressed, faced—some black and some green—and 
sent out with the appearance of sound tea ; that it has been the custom 
(and that until very recently) to colour scented caper and substitute 
it for fine green tea, and that it is now the practice to put heavily-faced 
green tea through a certain process, after which, although the colouring 
materials have not been removed, the tea is sold as unadulterated. Four 
witnesses proved the colouring and uncolouring of tea, and one of them 
gave satisfactory evidence as to the making up of sea-damaged tea. 
Some difference of opinion exists as to the motives with which these 
things are done, and as to the profits arising out of such transactions. 
I venture to say that no one would incur the heavy penalties which 
are set upon these offences or go to so much trouble unless he 
expected to make a large profit out of them. The figures which I gave 
were based upon matters which are within my own knowledge. In the 
letter signed “ A Wholesale Teadealer” I was careful to mention such 
circumstances only as have come under my own immediate observation. 
The statements made in that letter have been traversed by two 
witnesses, the first of whom went out of the house to which that letter 
refers before the circumnstanccs therein alluded to transpired, and hav- 
ing taken with him a portion of its connection, did not cultivate the 
acquaintance of those who remained behind. That witness and the 
writer had communications the one with the other only at intervals few 
and far between (and upon no occasion for some five years past, or more). 
His statements, therefore, touching my evidence are upon matters to 
which he is an absolute stranger. Upon the evidence of the only re- 
maining witness, for obvious reasons, I forbear to express an opinion. 
He has assumed the responsibility of denying the accuracy of statements 
with which I carefully abstained from associating his name. In a 
fitting time and place I may have occasion to show that they are true. 
An effort is being made to relieve the retail dealers of the hardships 
and burdens which have been placed upon them in the action which 
has been taken to deal with the practices herein referred to. How, 
then, at such a moment can the interests of the consumers and of the 
respectable portion of the trade be better served than by showing in 
what manner, for what purposes, and by whom those practices are 
resorted to? This done, I am content to leave the matter in the hands 
of the public, - 





Hatal and Military. 


Major-Gen. Hon. F. Colborne, the newly-appointed Com- 
mander-in-Chief at Hong Kong, will leave for that port about

The Rinaldo, screw sloop, Commander G. Parsons, from the 
China station, arrived at Spithead on the 23rd inst. to be paid 
off. The Rinaldo left England for China in December, 1866, 
and was recommissioned at Hong Kong in May, 1870. 


The statement that the 57th Regiment is to be removed from 
Ceylon to India is altogether incorrect. 


Deputy-Controller C. K. Cleeve, of the Control Department, 
has been ordered from China to Devonport. 

The Adventure, 2, iron screw troopship, is being fitted up with 
cabins, and undergoing some other alterations, which are to be 
completed by the dockyard authorities at Portsmouth by the 
middle of next week. The officers of the ship are as follows :— 

Captain, John D'Arcy ; Lieutenants, Samuel L. Osborne, John E. F 

King, Arthur Furlonger; Navigating Lieutenant, William King ; 
Staff-Surgeon, Henry N. M. Sedgwick ; Paymaster, F. B. Baverstock ; 
Chief Engineer, William H. Green ; Sub-Lieutenant, Frederick St. G. 
Rich ; Surgeon, William Pearson, M.D. ; Assistant-Paymaster, William 
Brent Clark ; Engineers, Charles MacKeever, Job Annable, William J. 
Coope ; Assistant-Engineer, William Ord; Boatswains, second-class, 
Stephen J. Goodfellow, John Weeks, Frederick W. MacMahon ; Car- 
penter, second-class, John Lakey. The ship's complement is 153. 
The Adventure will first call at Plymouth, where she will 
take in the majority of her passengers. She will then proceed 
to Madeira, Sierra Leone, and Ascension. At the latter port 
she will leave a few passengers (the wife and children of the en- 
gineer in charge) and a quantity of stores. She will then pro- 
ceed to Rio de Janeiro, with stores and supernumeraries for the 
Egmont and Ready, on the south-east coast of America. She 
will next cross to the Cape of Good Hope, where she will leave 
passengers and stores, and then proceed to Sydney, with super- 
numeraries (among whom will be about 300 marines and 150 
boys) for the Pearl, flagship on the Australian station. From 
Sydney the Adventure will sail for China, for orders. Navigat- 
ing-midshipman John H. W. Theed is taking passage in her to 
China. It is believed that she will there embark the crews of the 
Princess Charlotte, receiving-ship, and the Curlew and Avon, 
gunboats, for England. The battalion of marines who have been 
serving in Japan are also expected to return home in the Ad- 
venture. 





Captain George Ommanney Willes, C.B., who has been gazetted to he 
Rear-Admiral, in consequence of the recent death of Rear-Admiral F. 
A. Campbell, is the son of the late Captain George Wickens Willes, 
R.N., K.F.M. He was born in 1823, being therefore in his fifty-first 
year. He entered the navy in 1836, passed his examination in 1842, 
and obtained his cominission as Lieutenant in 1844. In 1859 he was 
appointed to the Chesapeake, 51, as flag-Captain to Rear-Admiral James 
Hope, C.B., on the East India and China Station, and was officially re- 
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ported from the Gulf of Pecheli on July 5 for his exertions in re-em- 
barking the force when it became evident that the attack had fai} 
also for his subsequent endeavour to recover the Plover, Lea, and Cor- 
morant, and when that became hopeless to effect their destruction. In 
1869 he obtained the appointment at Whitehall of Chief of the Stat 
at a salary of £1,264 per annum, being one of the extraordinary crea- 
tions of Mr. Childers ; but in May, 1872, although he had the honour 
of being the only naval officer who ever held that office, he left: White- 
hall upon half-pay. * He was nominated a Companion of the Bath in 
1861, and in 1870 became a uaval aide-de-camp to the Queen, which 
office he vacates on premotion. 

Major William John Kirk, staff officer of pensioners for the Edin. 
burgh district, died last week, in his 60th year. The deceased officer 
was a native of Hampshire, and joined the Ceylon Rifles in 1831, servi 
in that corps for eleven years. His health suffering from the climate, 
he returned to England in 1843, and he was afterwards appointed staff 
officer of pensioners in Monaghan. Thence he was, in 1857, transferred 
to Dundee, where he had held a similar office, In 1863 he was ap- 
pointed to hold the office in the Edinburgh district, the duties of which 
he has discharged for eleven years past. 

Colonel William Augustine John Mayhew, formerly Adjutant-General 
of the Bengal army, died last weck, in his 67th year. The deceased 
officer served as Assistant Adjutant-General during the expedition to 
Burmah, having been present at the taking of Martaban, the operations 
in the vicinity and capture of Rangoon in April, and at Pegu in Decem- 
ber, 1852. For these services he received a medal, and was promoted 
to the brevet rank of Major. He retired frum the service with the rank 
of Colonel in 1861. 

Corporal Henry Rowe, of the Royal Enginecrsa, who served with his 
company (the 30th) throughout the Ashantee War, was one of the 
first to enter Coomassie, and was engaged in undermining and blowing 
up King’s Coffee’s Palace, has, although he has not been home three 
months, volunteered for service in Hong Kong. 

It is stated that the claims of those medical officers who distinguished 
themselves, professionally or otherwise, during the late operations on 
the Gold Coast, but who, up to the present, have received no reward 
whatever, are now before the authorities at the War-office. 

Lieut.-Colonel E. M. Grain, of the Royal Engineers, has removed 
from China to Edinburgh ; Major A. T. Storer, of the same corps, has 
arrived home from Ceylon ; and Captain J. R. Hogg, also of the Royal 
Engineers, has been ordered from Ceylon to St. Helena. 

The death of Commander Charles Prickett, late of the Himalaya, 
who served in the' Highflyer in China, is announced. His last ser- 
vice was on the Gold Coast, where he suffered from the fever. At the 
time of his death he was forty years of age. 





GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ) 
HaMBureG, JUNE 23. 
The Chancellor of the Empire has just sent to the Federal Council 
for their approval the draft of a Bill to be laid before Parliament next 
session, for the formation of a new institution to be called the Deutsche 
Seewarte, or Maritime Observatory, the seat of which is to be in this 
city. It is very short, and runs as follows :—“ Art. 1. Under the name 


‘of the ‘Deutsche Scewarte’ an institution is founded, having for its 


object to improve our knowledge of the nature of the ea, as far as it 
concerns the interests of navigation, and also to record the meteorology 
of the German coasts as a guide to facilitate the safety of ships and 
navigation generally. Art. 2. The Institution has its seat at Hamburg. 
Stations will be erected at places that may be thought advisable all 
along the coast, for keeping up communication between the land and 
vessels at sea, for the observance of the weather and giving warning of 
the approach of storms. Art. 3. The expenses of the establishment 
and its filial stations will be borne by the Empire, and placed duly in 
the annual estimates. Art. 4. The sphere of action of the Institution, 
its internal arrangements and regulations, as well as its administration, 
will be fixed by Imperial Decree.” The accompanying explanatory 
“motives” lay great stress on the fact that within the last ten or 
twenty years the extension of a knowledge of the meteorological and 
physical relations of the seas, which tend so much to the safety and 
rapidity of navigation, has become an important branch of science, and 
recognised as such by all maritime countries. Similar Institutions 
exist in England, France, &c., for making observations and publishing 
the result for the benefit of navigators, and have the double object of 
increasing in safety and rapidity of voyages by examination of the 
strength and direction of the currents, the extent of the ice, the 
limits of fogs, calms, and trade winds, the magnetism of the earth, &e. ; 
and, secondly, for safety from storms by regular observations of the 
direction and strength of the wind within reach of the coast. Such an 
Institution has never been formed by any of the German maritime 
States. The attempts of some of them are worthy of praise, such 28 
the Hydrographic Department of the Imperial Admiralty, the Seewarte 
at Hamburg, and the Prussian Meteorological Institution ; but their 
combined efforts were not able to achieve the satisfactory results re- 
quired by the progress of science. The rank that German shipping 
now takes in international commerce demands the establishment of an 
institution independent of other countrics. The absolute necessity of 
proper stations for meteorological observations in such dangerous waters 
as the North Sea and Baltic has been fully recognised by the unanimous 
vote of a commission of naval, scientific, and merchant service gentle- 
men convened by the Chancellor, and numerous petitions have been re- 
ceived from Chambers of Commerce, Insurance Companies, and Under- 
writers, urging the Government for safety and protection by the 
foundation of such an Institution worthy of the name of Germany. 
It is then demonstrated that this can only be carried out by the State, 
and that such alone would enjoy the confidence of the shipping and 
insuring interests. 

A petition from the Chamber of Commerce at Bremen has been re- 
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ceived by the Chancellor of the Empire, praying in the name of the 
Congress of Delegates from the German sea-port towns and _ places of 
commerce, that the Government take the initiative in proposing to the 
other principal maritime countries a codification of international mari- 
time law. President Delbruck laid it before the Bundesrath at their 
next sitting, stating that the great importance of the subject induced 
him to do so in the present early and unripe stage of proceeding. The 
Bundesrath acknowledged the grave importance of the object sought for, 
and referred the petition to their permanent committces for Commerce 
and Traffic and for Law and Justice to report on. It is quite clear that if 
negotiations are opened with other Governments, the principle of declar- 
ing inviolate private property in time of war will come first to the top 
and be satisfactorily settled, or else the whole thing will break down ; 
and it must be confessed that if England still adheres to the principles 
she has hitherto followed in similar cases, there is but little or no chance 
of afavourable result. But it is to be hoped that the present Govern- 
ment will take a more sensible and enlightened view of the case, and 
make no difficulty in agreeing to the proposition, that if in time of war 
private property on land be declared sacred and inviolable, there is no 
valid reason why private property at sea—with of course the exception 
of contraband of war, which is another subject for a more perfect defi- 
nition, as there is a great divergence in the laws of different countriea 
from each other on that point—should not also be exempted from cap- 
ture and condemnation. It is also to be hoped that the press will take 
up the subject and commence an agitation on it, explaining to the people 
in England the advantages to be gained—and we, with our extensive 
commerce with every part of the globe, are just the nation mostly inter- 
ested, and should not leave it to Germany to take the initiative—and 
thus influencing public feeling at home in favour of theidea. There 
could not be a more favourable opportunity than the present period of 
the most profound peace, when there is no prospect of a maritime war 
to excite public feeling, for bringing tho subject prominently before all 
nations, and I think we ought all to be grateful to the Chamber of Com- 
merce at Bremen for having started the subject and at such an opportune 
time. 

The Hamburg Seamen’s Office have received from the German Consul 
at Chefoo official intelligence of the loss of the barque Chance, of this 
city, Captain Ulrich, by striking on the Vele Rete Rock on the 28th 
January last, by which accident not only the captain and his family, 
who were on board with him, but also two of the crew lost their lives. 
The Chance was a fine barque of 315 tons, owned by Herr H. H. Eggers, 
of this port. The surviving relatives of those unfortunately drowned 
are invited to send in their claims to the above-mentioned department, 
which undertakes to wind up and settle their outstanding affaira. 

We learn by a letter from St. Petersburg that on the 16th February 
last the body of the Russian courier who left Peking for Kiachta with 
the mail bags for Europe was found in the snow in the Mongolian 
Desert, frozen to death. The mails were not found with him, but have 
safely come to hand at Kiachta, and been sent on to Europe, from 
which it is inferred that the corpse had been first discovered by some 
Mongolian traveller, who had taken on the mail bags with him and de- 
livered them unopened and in safety. ‘Such an accident,” says the 

‘writer of the letter, “has never happened before, though the postal 
overland service has now been carried on this way for many years, and 
with wonderful regularity.” 

The semi-official Nordeutache Allgemeine Zeitung at Berlin contains 
the following :—‘‘ Amongst the sea-serpents that spring up annually at 
this dead season of the year to fill up and serve as stuffing for the 
columns of newspapers is the old one of the intention of Germany to 
found a colony and have a naval station in the Far East. We can, 
however, assure our readers that there is no such intention, either on 
the part of the Admiralty or the Imperial Government, nor is there 
any need of taking such a step; our ships of war find everywhere suffi- 
cient accommodation without the possession of colonies, which would 
be attended with more disadvantages than benefit for Germany.” 

Several new lines of railway are projected by the Russian Government 
for execution this year, but as they have no commercial importance, 
and are purely strategical lines, the press in that country are unani- 
mous in disapproving of them, and call on the Government to turn 
their attention exclusively to the urgent claims for the execution of the 
Siberian railway as by far more important. It is therefore hoped and 
expected that the subject will be reconsidered, and the Boersen Zeitung 
even states that such is really already the case, the project having 
found much opposition among the Ministers. 

The Allgemeine Zeituny publishes a letter from Japan, in which the 
writer states that Herr von Annecke, formerly German Consul-General 
at Shanghai, is appointed Minister Resident in Japan, vice Herr yon 
Brandt, removed in a similar capacity to the Court of Peking. 


HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. 
RortrerDaM, JUNE 24, 

Contrary to general expectation, the Reform Bill has been rejected 
by the Second Chamber by 39 against 32 votes. This is the more sur- 
rising when we consider that the Minister of the Home Department 
made so many concessions to gain a majority. Eight malcontent 
Liberals went over to the Opposition, and were the immediate cause of 
the Ministeial crisis in which we are now involved. The result had 
not been foreseen by the Ministers, who reckoned confidently on a 
majority, if only a small one. This is shown by the fact that the 
Ministers were not authorised by the King to retract the Bill, until 
some time after the vote was given. Thus the public business was 
stopped for some days, and only resumed upon an agreement being 
made to meet and vote—not discuss—the Budget of the Naval Depart- 
ment. This sitting took place the day before yesterday, and the 
Ministry then communicated the fact of their resignation. What will 
now happeu is uncertain. Some say that the King will prefer a dis- 
solution of the Chamber, while others predict that the members of the 
late Cabinet will decline most positively to remain in office. It is very 





events very coolly. They don’t care to be troubled much by Liberalism 
or Conservatism, and many consider that the one party does as little as 
the other, Now that the very moderate Liberal Ministers—the Ministry 
was little else than a Cubinet @ affaires, without a pronounced policy— 
refuse to assume another lease of office, it is very difficult to find a com- 
bination which will be backed by a majority. I sincerely regret the 
fate of the Reform Bill—it would not have improved our bad election 
system to any great extent, but it would have done so in some degree. 
It was a first step on a good road. The crisis is still more annoying 
because the King left the Hague some days ago, on his trip to Switzer- 
land. Last Thursday he arrived with the Grand Duke of Saxe-Weimar 
at Ems, were they met the Emperors of Russia and Germany, and 
he afterwards paid a visit to the Empress Augusta, who is staying 
at Coblentz. It is not very probable that the King will return at once, 
as he can do all that is necessary by telegraph. In the meanwhile the 
Ministers have declared themselves ready to deal with neutral Bills 
which cannot be delayed without injury to the public interests. 

It is stated that a Duteh-German Company is to be established for 
the direct importation of East India produce into Germany. Agents will, 
it is said, be sent to Java in order to make the necessary engagements 
with commercial houses. This item of news has created some con- 
sternation in commercial circles, Probably your correspondent in Ham- 
burg will be able to give more particulars about this project, as it is 
rumoured that it is in that town the head office of the company would 
be established. 

The question about Generals Van Swieten and Verspyck remains still 
the topic of the day—-and another officer who is talked about is Captain 
Van Dalen. The last named is severely censured by some papers for 
his conduct towards the Governor-General (you know that he declined 
to shake hands with him), and the two Generals find both supporters 
and antagonists in the Press, A local paper brought forward the curious 
idea that the editors of the journals who consider that General Ver- 
spyck has been badly dealt with should publish the following :—“ The 
nation thanks the General for the services which he rendered in Atchin 
towards his country.” A paper war has broken out between the Cleri- 
cal papers and those which support General Van Swieten about the 
manifesto in which he signified to the Atchinese that Mahommed would 
disapprove their behaviour (or something to that effect). The Standard 
complains that the expression is an offence against Christianity! 

The Staats Courant publishes a satisfactory report about the East 
India railways. It states that the line Batavia-Buitenzorg returned 
last year a net profit of 5 per cent. on the capital. The receipts on the 
Samarang Principalities railway were £.1,575,010.31 and the expendi- 
ture was £.748,251.444 ; whilst the reccipts on the line Batavia-Buiten- 
zorg amounted to f.379,547.95, and the outlay to £.174,250.374. 

It is asserted that Prince Alexander will start in a few days for 
Copenhagen, and of course the idea of a marriage with a Princess of 
Denmark is revived. 

The Trading Company has announced for last year a dividend of'only 
£.47, being only about 43 per cent., against f.115 in 1872, f.114 in 1871, 
and f£.70 in 1870. The reasons for this unsatisfactory result are not 
known, the balance-sheet not being made public. From 1850 to 1871 
the shareholders received on the average a dividend of 8 per cent. 
There are, however, precedents of previous years, viz., 1859 and 1868, 
when the dividend was f.43, and 1869, when it was f.37. But in those 
years the prices of coffee were not so extraordinarily high as in 1873. 
In the quotations of the India Trading Bank shares some fluctuations 
have taken place, which it is rumoured were caused by a financial pro- 
ject of the managers, which will be made known at a forthcoming meet- 
ing of the shareholders. Financial men, however, assure me that- the 
statement is incorrect. 

The Consul-General of Holland at Alexandria, Mr. Ruyssenaers, has 
arrived at the Hague. Rumour says that Prince Henry invited him 
here to consult upon the Prince’s plans to build upon the land he has 
purchased in the vicinity of the Suez Canal. 

I regret to record the death of Mr. G. H. J. Elliot Boswell, a most 
esteemed poet, and a high functionary of the State. 

Mgr. Claessens, Catholic pastor at Batavia, has been appointed 
Apostolic vicar there. His consecration will take place at Sittard, the 
place of his birth.

To-day the annual meeting was held at Amsterdam of the share- 
holders of the Netherlands India Trading Bank. The balance-sheet 
for 1873 and the account of profit and loss was approved of, and a 
dividend declared of 7 por cent. on the paid-up capital, or f.17.50 per 
share. Mr. G. J. de Clercq was re-elected a member of the direction, 
Messrs. Th.

Another ballot must there- 
fore take place. The Liberal candidate, Mr. G. M. van der Linden, 
obtained 148 votes. 

At a meeting of the Geographical Society a proposal was made by 
Mr. W. F. Versteegh to send a scientific expedition to Sumatra. He 
thought it the duty of the Socicty to explore the unknown portion of 
that island, for which a Government subsidy would be necessary. The 
proposal was supported by Prince Henry, and was carried unanimously. 
The cost was estimated at £2,000.

China, East Coast—Formosa Strait.—Intended, and Temporary Light 
on Ocksen Island.—The Engineer's Office, Amoy, has given notice of the 
commencement of the erection of a lighthouse on the high, or west, 
Ockeen Island, from which, when completed, a light will be exhibited. 
The light will be a revolving light showing a white flash every minute, it 
will be elevated 286 feet above the level of the sea, and in clear weather 
should be seen from a distance of twenty-four miles. The illuminating 
apparatus will be dioptric or by lenses, of the first order, The tower 
will be 64 feet high, round, and built of stone. Position, lat. 24 deg. 
59 min. N., long. 119 deg. 28 min. E. During the progress of the 
works and until the revolving light is exhibited, a sized white light of 
the sixth order will be exhibited, and which in clear weather should be
